In addition, the Capitol will continue to only be open to Members, staff and official business visitors. Offices who are expecting
official business visitors are required to greet their guests outside the South Door of the Capitol and be prepared to escort them
to and from each meeting. The Capitol and CVC remains closed to all tours, including Member, staff-led and public tours until
May 1, 2020.
